Political oratory of six candidates 
for governor and an aspirant for the 
United States senate was mixed with 
barbecue at Fourth of July celebra- 
tions Monday in Georgia. 

Others of the 57 asking democratic 
nominations for state jobs in the pri- 
mary of September 14 either spoke or 
spent the day in individual vote-get- 


ting activity. 

It was the first big day of the 
state campaigns. The capitol build- 
ing here was closed and officeholders 
seeking renomination or higher posts 
in the state government took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to seek politi- 
cal favor without interference with 
their regular occupations. 

During the past week state politics 


were almost eclipsed by the democratic 
national convention but from now un- 
til the primary date candidates will 
“shell the woods” in advocacy of their 
various candidacies. 

Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., 
riding the train direct from Chicago, 
filled his engagement at Wayoross in 
the interest of his candidacy for the 
remainder of the unexpired term of 
the late Senator William J. Harris. 
He is being opposed by Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp, for 20 years repre- 
senting the third congressional dis- 
trict at Washington. Mr. Crisp has 
not yet opened his speaking campaign, 
~ awaiting the adjournment of con- 


ress. 
" Thomas W. Hardwick, a former 
governor and United States senator, 
one of the 10 now desiring to be the 
1933-34 governor of Georgia, spoke 
from the same platform at the Way- 
cross Fourth of July celebration, spon- 
sored by merchants of that south 
Georgia community. 7 

Homefolk at McRae heard Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture and candidate for governor, de- 
scribed the issues he believes para- 
mount and give his platform. The cele- 
bration at McRae had long been in 
the offing and much barbecue was 
consumed, 

John I, Kelley, aspiring to the gov- 
ernorship, divided the day at Fitz- 
gerald and Uvalda. His Fitzgerald 
address was confined wholly to laud- 
ing the democratic party for nominat-

IF RELIEF FAILS 


Snell, After Conference 
at White House, Says 
President To Have His 
Program Passed. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—(@)-—~ 
The statement that should President 
Hoover veto the $2.100,000,000 unem- 
ployment relief bill he would keep 
congress in session until some accept- 
able legislation .is enacted -was made 
tonight by Representative Snell, the 
house republican lender. : 

There appeared to be ‘no questio 
that the chief executive’s objections 
to the public works provisions in the 
democratic jobless aid measure would 
lead him to return it without his sig- 
nature, It is expected to reach him 
by Wednesday or Thursday. 

Snell, who was chairman of the re- 
publican national convention, spent 
the week-end with the president at his 
Rapidan ¢eamp in the Virginia moun- 
tains and had supper at the White 
House after Mr. Hoover's arrival early 
this evening. 7 

Asked his views on the relief sit- 
uation later,’ Snell said: 

“Weare going to have relief legis- 
lation no matter how long .we stay 
here, If the president should veto the 
relief bill, and congress adjourn with- 
out any relief legislation, the president 
will call us back within 24 hours. He 
will not let us leave here without en- 
acting an acceptable relief bill.” 

Snell did not specify the chief 
executives objections to the relief 
measure on which senate and house 
conferees had just reached an agree- 
ment, 

Representative Rainey, the demo- 
cratic leader, said yesterday the bill 
would not be rewritten ta meet the 
president's objections. He added. he 
did“ not ‘think. the president would 
veto it, , . 

Fight Beer Vote. 

Senate leaders determined to avert 
if possible a vote on the pending 
Bingham proposal to legalize 3.2 per 
cent beer. There was talk among 
some of junking the administration 
sponsored home loan discount bill, to 
which the beer proposal has been of- 
fered as an-amendment, in order to 
avoid the issue ‘at this time. 

There also were growing demands 
for a vote on the general question of 
currency inflation. Senator Borah, 
republican, Idaho, was leading a move- 
ment in the senate for a vote on the 
Glass bill to give the circulating privi- 
lege to $1,000,000,000 of United 
States bonds. 

Conferees on the relief bill will 
meet early tomorrow morning to go 
over the final draft of the compromise 
measure, 

House leaders indicated they would 
ask for its immediate consideration 
in order to send it to the senate if 
possible by tomorrow night. 

There was no agreement today on 
what procedure would be followed if 
the bill should be vetoed by the pres- 
ident. 

Speaker Garner, who has expressed 
doubt whether it could be passed over 
a veto, said he did not believe con- 
gress would stay in session to await 
the président’s action. 

“If the president vetoes the bill and 
sends it right back with recommen- 
dations,” he said, however, “the house 
might take them into consideration.” 

Urges Signing. : 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, sponsor of the bill in the senate, 
expressed the hope in a radio speech 
that the president would sign the bill. 

He characterized the measure as “a 
well-designed lever to give American 
industry a lift and’ a start until its 
own great. native strength can be 
brought into vigorous action again.” 

Discouragement for those seeking a

-“There was something fine and gal- 
lant and exhilarating in Roosevelt 
scrapping the old tradition and at once 
going to meet the democratic conven- 
tion,’ Johnson said. 

~ Roosevelt’s action in writing the ac- 
ceptance speech in a speeding air- 
plane, Johnson said, was “a tribute 
to the poise, good nerve and frank- 
ness of the writer and exhibits ne 
fear in expression of views,” He de- 
scribed the speech as “the most .un- 
portant of our day and in his whole | 
history.” | 

“What an improvement,” the state- 
ment said, “is this innovation over 
the ol tradition where a candidate 
sits like a sphinx for weeks searching 
out weasel words and ambiguous 
phrases with duplex and doubtful 
meaning, that may be read in any 
fashion by any person or group. 

Johnson expressed the hope that the 
“new human, manly methed adopted 
by the democratic - candidate in his 
eandor and forthrightness” would 
prevail in the coming campaign. 

Unrest in Ranks. 

Although the California senator's 

statement made no. mention of deseri- 
ing republican ranks, it served. to in- 
tensify the wnrest.that has been fo- 
ewan by. the westerm progressive 
loc. 
Senator William FE. Boral, of 
Idaho? recently announced from the 
floor of the senate that he would not 
support President Hoover if he ran 
on the platform adopted at Chicago. 
He particularly objects to the prohi- 
bition plank which he described as 
“naked repeal.” ee 

Later, Senator George W. Norris, 
of Nebraska, declared he would sup- 
port Governor Franklin. D. Roosevelt. 
He said his refusal to support Mr. 
Hoover in 1928 had been justified 
by subsequent events. Senator Smith 
W. Brookhart, of Iowa. and Senator 
Lynn J. Frazier, of North Dakota, 
both said they would not support 
President Hoover. Brookhart, an ar- 
dent dry, heartily dislikes the prohi- 
bition plank and Frazier has indicated 
he would not declare for Roosevelt 
until he knew his attitude on farm 
relief. 

Johnson’s action today increased 
the worries of republican leaders who 
recalled the California senators his- 
toric role in the 1916 campaign. His 
failure to support wholeheartedly 
Charles Evans Hughes was conceded

Employ 50,000 Persons. 

“Fifty-five thousand of the best 
citizens of Georgia work for the rail- 
roads. If the average family of these 
men be five persons, then almost 
three hundred thousands of our peo- 
ple depend upon them for -meat and 
bread. Shall we imperil their liveli- 
hood and throw them into the ranks 
of the unemployed? I say no, and no 
a thousand times. I insist that we

In each of these states” Bolt 
‘pension ‘plans have been “put into 
effect, the entire cost being borne 
bythe public through taxation. 
More than 55,000. old people, 
under these laws, are now being 
given periodic cash payments, at an 
average rate of $14.32 a month, in 
New York, California, Colorado, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Montana, Neyada, 
Utah, Wisconsin, Wyoming, Minne- 
sota, Massachusetts and Delaware. 
Other states which have enacted 
laws have not as yet put them into 
operation. 

The early old age pension laws 
in the United States were nearly all 
of the type which left the adoption 
of the system optional with the 
counties, but the recent trend has 
been definitely towards the manda- 
tory form of law. Of the laws passed 
_|by five states in 1930, four were 
» | mandatory, while in 1931 both Colo- 
rado and Wisconsin amended their 
laws so as to make them mandatory. 

While the laws vary somewhat in 
their details of operation, in all of 
the states applications for pensions 
are filed and -passed upon by the 
county authorities and in all but 
six the counties bear the entire ex- 
pense. In the other half dozen states 
the state government aids the coun- 
ties, in varying proportions, in old 
age aid, 

To be eligible for a pension the 
applicant must have reached a cer- 
tain age—65 years in eight states 
and 70 in nine. He or she must 
have been a-citizen of the United 
States for 15 years. The maximum 
pension runs from a dollar a day 
in some states to $250 a month in 
Kentucky. ° 

In many foreign countries, espe- 
cially among the republics of South 
America, the old age insurance plan 
has been in effect for many years. 
Under this plan the government col- 
lects a stated amount of the earn- 
ings of 4 man or woman as soon as 
they reach working age and they are 
granted an income ‘at ages varying 
from*50 to 70 years. 

While old age insurance has never 
been favored in the United States, 
the pension plan has shown such 
growth during the past five years 
that it is probable that. eventually 
each state in the Union will grant 
a living income to those who have 


no relatives upon whom they can 
depend for support. 


RUSSIA’S OPEN DOORS. 


After nearly a decade during 
which the travel of the world avoid- 
ed Russia, because of difficulty of 
entrance and the hardships to be 
encountered after entrance’ had 
been gained, the Muscovite nation 
has within the past 12 months be- 
come the biggest immigration 
country in the world. 


Reports from such European 
cities as Berlin, Warsaw and 
Belgrade tell of trains packed and 
jammed with motley crowds headed 
for the land of the five-year plan. 


Travelers, German engineers, 
French electricians, American me- 
| chanics and technicians, social work- 
ers from Holland and Britain— 
economists, teachers, investigators, 
students, diplomats—are now pour- 
ing into the nation which is trying 
out the most radical departure in 
government in the history of civi- 
lization. 


Soviet consulates in every Euro- 
pean city are thronged with men 
and women seeking visas which will 
enable them to enter the country 
where change is the watchword, 
and where many of those things 
held most sacred by alf the- mations 
of the world for centuries past are 
now taboo. , 
From every quarter of the globe, 
representing every race and color, 
thousands are pouring into Russia 
at a rate which will soon cause that 
country, instead of the United 
States to become the melting pot 
of the world. 

How that influx of men and 
women will influence the experi- 
ment in communism is a question 
that only time will answer. 

These new Russians may enlist 
under the banner of. sovietism, but 
it is more probable that they will 
spread seeds of disc@ntent which 
may well spell the downfall of 
Stalin and his associates who are 
now cracking the whip over a na- 
tion of 160,000,000 people.

OUR FRIENDS INSIST 
ON RESISTANCE 


Several years of study, observation 
and research served to convince the 
conductar of this column there is ro 
such stdte as “resistance” in the com- 
mon sense of the word. Immunity is 
a well defined and in some instances 
measurable state and of course it ap- 
plies to a specific disease. ‘The state 
of “resistance” as commonly conceived 
does not apply to a particular disease 

ut in. a vague way to many or all 
diseases. 

E. J. 8. contributes this to the sym- 
posium : 

We, the S———— family, read 
your articles daily, discuss them, 
and derive much - benefit from 
them. ‘We desire to submit the 
following with regard to the re- 
sistance-immunity discussion : 

IMMUNITY: Safe from at- 
tack, protected against a disease 
by a natural or acquired peculiar- 
ity. Immunity is a condition of 
the body wherein it resists the de- 
velopment of morbid processes. 

RESISTANCE: A temporary 
power to ward off or retard the 
development of a morbid process. 

If it were physically impossible 
for an individual to acquire any 
particular disease, then we would 
say that individual is immune-to 
that disease. We would classify 
the condition of being immune 
as 100 per cent. Then any de- 
gree of resistance would be below 
100 per cent, say from 99 per 
cent .down to zero.

“The two great controlling factors 
in this are the high tax rate he has 
to pay the government and the ex- 
tremely low prices that. he receives 
for his products. 

“Conditions haye reached the point 
in Georgia and other states of the 
linion, where the Red Cross, through 
the act of the federal government, is 
distributing flour to the farmers of 
the state free. Certainly when con- 
ditions reach this extremity in this 
sunny southland of ours where we 
have fertile soil, adequate seasons, 
and no extreme pestilence or disease, 
the time has come for us to say, and 
then to act on it, that making an 
honest Jiving in Georgia is a political 


“The first thing to be done in 
solving this question of making an 
honest living is to cut down the taxes 
in this state. Two years ago there 
was a campaign for governor on the 
reorganization platform. The people 
of this state heartily indorsed this by 
their votes, thinking that reorganiza- 
tion or cutting down from 112 de- 
partments to 19, meant eliminating 
a large amount of the cost of our 
state government, 

Too Many Offices. 

“IT have no issue to take with the 
spirit of the reorganization bill. 
lo say that it has not accomplished 
the desired end of cutting down our 
government expense. Instead of reor- 
ganization abolishment is the word. 

‘“Twehty years ago the capitol 
amply housed all of the state depart- 


The basement was dark and unused. 
Today the basement of our capitol is 
filled with offices, every available 
spot in the building is used for offices | 
and in addition we havé gone across 
the street and filled three or four 
houses with state employes, 


“We have an ad valorem tax rate 
of 5 mills in Georgia for state pur- 
poses, We also have special taxes 
that are collected on almost - every 
line of business. These special taxes 
amount to five times,as.much as the 
ad valorem tax. | 


“If the expense of cach department 


of the state were cut in the same 
proportion that the expenses of the | 
department of agriculture have been | 
cut since I have been commissioner | 
of agriculture the large burden of 
our governmental. expense would be 
settled. The department of agricul- 
ture spent in the year 1926, the year 
before 1 was inducted into office as 
vommissioner, $530,756.57. The ap- 
propriation for the department of 
agriculture for the present year ‘is 
$300,000. The work done by the de- 
partment now is more than twice the 
umount done in 1926. You will see 
that the cut that has been made in 
this department amounts to practical- 
ly 50 per cent. 


“Practically every other department 


of state, with the exception of the 
educational department and ‘the high- | 
way department can be cut in the’ 
same proportion. 
“In 1926 the major plank of my | 
platform, when I was running for | 
commissioner of agriculture, was that | 
I would do away with the over 200 | 
vil inspectors of Georgia who were. 
costing the people over $145,000. | 
“This plank was carried ont and as | 
soon as I was commissioner I .advo- | 
eated to the legislature that this num- | 
he placed in the comptroller general's | 
office as it had nothing to do with | 
farming. 
“Today the oil inspection of the | 
state is handled by six inspectors and | 
the entire work, including laboratory | 
expense, is only $60,000 per year. 
Favors Regency Trial. 
“Under the reorganization bill, the | 
trustees of all of our A. & M. schools, 
the University of Georgia and all of 
its branches were abolished and all 
placed under a board of regents. I 
am in favor of giving this board of 
regents a fair and honest trial to see 
if it improves our university system. 
The governor is an ex-officio mem- | 
ber of this board of regents. | 
“My position as to the board of 
regents of the state of Georgia and 
also the board of control is that they 
be given a fair chance. If we find. 
after a fair chance, that they clutter 
up matters and put our university 
system and our state’s institutions in 
a continual muddle of. politics, they | 
should be abolished. 
“When I announced for governor 
on April 27 I said: ‘I cannot refrain 
from stating to you at this time that 
the basie principle on which all. is- 


business. In some instances they are 
confiscating property. The taxes in 
this state must be reduced. The best 


way that I know to reduce them is to | 


reduce the expense of the government.’

In 1920, Wilson had retired. The 

issues of the war turned both parties 
reactionary. In 1924, both were con- 
servative; Coolidge was no more lib- 
eral than Davis; nor Davis less con- 
servative than Ooolidge. The plat- 
forms and the candidgtes were vir- 
tually identical in many major mat- 
ters. : : 
In 1928, prohibition and Tammany 
and the presidential nomination of a 
Catholic—all tended to wipe out the 
distinetion between liberalism and 
conservatism in the election. 

But here in 1932 we find suddenly, 
almost without premeditation, two 
platforms which are more or less iden- 
tical, but which are changed almost 
diametrically by the men standing on 
them.

“T am proud to know that every 
candidate for governor who has an- 
nounced since that time has embodied 
this principle in his platform.

There are scores of men and 
women in the offices, and in the halls 
and lobbies of our capitol handling 
these tags. The overhead cost of han- 
dling these tags is enormous. The local 
authorities in the different counties 
should handle these tags. 

“Should the legislature of the state 
cut the price of tags to the flat rate 
of $3 it would leave in the pockets of 
the people of Georgia $3,250,000, 

“I do not think you can hurt the 
people by returning to them every 
year over three million dollars. 

“We must keep the spirit of the 
separate taxes clear, The spirit of the 
automobile tag tax is for identifica- 
tion and nothing else. 

“California, which has next to the 
largest number of automobiles of any 
state in the Union, has a flat rate for 
tags of $3. There are several other 
states in the Union having a rate 
equally as low. 

“At present we have a 6 cents per 
gallon state gas tax and 1 cent federal 
tax on gas. Surely the user of an 
automobile is taxed enough when he

gas he uses in Georgia. Add to this 
the ad valorem taxes—state, county, 
municipal and school, and you will see 
why we must keep the spirit of the 
separate taxes clear. 

“There are thousands of automobiles 
in Georgia today standing under shel- 
ters, or dodging towns and swapping 
tags on account of the present high 
cost of these tags. 

Pay the Teachers. 

“This spirit of relieving the tax- 
burdened people of the state has got 
to be our foremost consideration. We 
as individuals have to learn how to 
get along without some of the things 
we have had. The state must do the 
same. 

“The one great advantage that our 
citizens have guaranteed them by the 
government is free schools. 

“Cut our taxes everywhere to the 
bone except where it would imperil 
the opportunity of our girls and boys 
in obtaining a grammar school edu- 
cation,

“The great trouble with the taxes 
in Georgia has been in years past and 
is today that the major portion of 
the property is exempt from taxation 


and I am going to tell you what it is.¢ 


“Under our ad valorem system of 
taxes we can only reach out and get 
the visible property for taxation. Your 
land, your furniture, your plow tools, 
your live stock, your store house and 
stock of goods, ete. We do not reach 


out and tax stocks and bonds, and» 


we do not disturb the coupon clipper 
in his noon day nap. The greatest 
wealth in Georgia is invisible prop- 
erty in the form of stocks and bonds 
which are hidden back in safes and 
safety deposit boxes. 

» Aites New York Law. 

“New York has written a law on 
her statute books that reaches out 
and taxes the invisible property in 
the farm of stocks and bonds. What 
I shall advocate to the legislature of 
the state of Georgia as soon as I am 
sworn in as governor is that we adopt 
a system of taxation similar to that 
of the state of- New York and pro- 
vide that no transfer of stocks and 
bonds; is valid unless it bears the 
stamp of the tax collector in_ the 
county of the residence of the owner 
of thése stocks and bonds.

Mr. Sutlive was. the Ba proc 
speaker at Guyton’s combined Fourth 
of July and Guyton debt-free cele- 
bration. 

The gathering here, he said, was 
for a double purpose, It gave notice, 
Mr. Sutlive cantinued, to the world 
that this progressive town “had met 
in full its financial obligations and 
that the authorities fully realize that 
while private credit is wealth, public 
honor is a security.” 

“Guyton has kept faith with its 
creditors,’ he continued, “and those 
whose basis of trade was the town’s 
honor in meeting its obligatians. 
Through the payment of these debts 
and the burning of these notes today 
Guyton has shown that the confi- 
dence of those who trusted it had 
not been misplaced.” 

Regarding Guyton’s claim on 
George Walton as a resident, Mr: 
Sutlive recalled that he was born in 


Virginia and came to the colony of 


Georgia as a young man, later sign- 
ing the Declaration of Independence, 
and “while he is usually assigned to 
Savannah, the early records show 
that he was really serving as a mem- 
ber of St. Matthews parish (later a 
part of Effingham county) and for 
this reason should be credited to what 
is now Effingham county.” 

A good many years ago Guyton de- 
cided to put in an electric light and 
water plant. This improvement cost 
a good deal of money and the town 
issued bonds to the amount of $15,- 
000. The Supreme Lodge Knights of 
Pythias and T. J. Garling, a wealthy 
citizen of Macon, bought these bonds 
and there was some litigation over 
them which finally resulted in the 
town assuming the obligation to re- 
pay them with interest. The bonds 
and accumulated interest eventually 
reached $24,000 and the situation was 
very serious. ‘There were legal pro- 
ceedings with a compromise agree- 
ment by which the town was to pay 
so much a year interest and reduc- 
tion. in premium. Finally the town 
sold the water plant to R. A. Easter- 
ling, vf Denmark, 8. C., and through 
this and other means got the debt 
down to $1,840. 7 

Included in ‘economical measures 
have been the reduction of the town 
marshal's salary and finally the aboli- 
tion of the office throngh the co- 
operation of the county police. There 
was also a collector of city taxes and 
licenses whose services were dispensed 
with, Folks were asked te come to 
city headquarters and pay, which 
they did. 

There have been other economical 
measures put in operation and now 
the last debt has been paid and the 
town is getting ready to “throw a 
party” on Independence Day. Asso-

One reason that Contract players 
view pessimistically hands contain- 
ing overwhelmingly honor strength 
concentrated in one hand of*the part- 
nership is the prime requisite of 
maintaining communication between 
the two hands, if the ultimate trick- 
taking power of the combined hold- 
ings is to be realized. The honors 
are essential entries, as well as stop- 
pers in adverse suits, which permit 
crossing from one hand to the other 
at the correct moment. This is axio- 
matic, and is realized by almost every 
Contract player. However, even 
with this knowledge not all players 
can utilize the full trick-taking pow- 
er of a hand, because they i not 
eet time the manner in which 
tricks should be taken.

the Harrisons. 


If Franklin D. Roosevelt is elected 
the Roosevelts will be the third, as 
Theodore Roosevelt, the twenty-sixth |" 
president, was a fifth cousin of the 
democratic candidate this year. 

. John Adams, the second president. 
was the father of the sixth chief 
executive, John Qujiney Adams, and 
Benjamin Harrison was the grand- 
son of William Henry Harrison. 

»< The Roosevelt ancestor, from which 
came Theodore and Franklin, was 
Claes Martenzen Van Roosevelt, who 
founded the family in America in 

1644, He landed in New Amsterdam, 
now New York city, from Holland. 
The democratic branch of the clan 
sprung from Jacobus, a grandson of 
Claes, and the line that produced 
Theodore came from a brother of Ja- 
cobus, called Johannes. 

During the French and Indian wars 
a son of Jacobus, named Isaac, moved 
up the Hudson river to what is now 


Dutchess county. Isaac’s son, James," 


bought a tract of land at Hyde Park 
and established in 1818. the estate 
that, with some changes, how is the 
seat of Franklin Roosevelt's family, 

Isaac Roosevelp was a member 
the New York constitutional conven- 
tion in 1776. and was a leader in 
colonial activities during the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

James . Roosevelt, the father of 
Franklin, inherited. wealth and _ in- 
creased it by management and careful 
investment. He was a vice’ president 
of the Delaware and Hudson railroad. 
He had been married before he wed 
Sarah-Delano, the mother of the gov- 
ernor, 

On his mother’s side Franklin also 
is of pioneer stock. The Delanos were 
of Flemish = origin, Phillippe, the 
founder of the family in America, hav. 
ing reached Duxbury, Mass., in 1624. 

The Delanos were merchants and 
seafaring folk. ‘Their sailing boats 
carried the manufactured wares of 
New England to the orient and re- 
turned laden with spices, silks and 
teas. Franklin always has been a lover 
of the sea. He surrounded himself 
with books and pictures of maritime 
activities and his studies and offices 
reflect the atmosphere of the fo’cas- 
tle and the bridge. 

The governor's conversation often 
is studded with nautical terms. The 
porch of his Georgia home, looking 
out over tree-mattressed Pine moun- 
tain, is to him “the topside.” During 
his navy department days he astound- 
ed the nation’s sea fighters by his 
knowledge of their business and his 
usage of their terminology. In boyhood 
Franklin, traveled much on the sea 
and in Europe with his parents. He 
went. to school in Germany and 
learned German and French so well 
that he is able to converse fluently 
in. both languages. 

At the Yorktown celebration a year 
ago the Associated Press correspond- 
ent desiring to know what a French 
visitor had said found out from Mr. 
Roosevelt, who had translated and 
remembered the short address which 
had not been made available to re- 
porters 
When a small boy in Lord Faun- 
tleroy attire. Franklin with his father 
went to call upon President Cleve- 
land. Clouds of economic depression 
hovered over the White House, The 
tired and harassed Cleveland, who 
had left the New York governors 
chair for the presidency, placing his 
hand on the child's head said 

“Son, I'm making a strange wish 
for you. I wish that you may never 
be president.” 

Roosevelt's college life was chiefly 


characterized by his vigorous editorial | 


direction of Harvard’s famous Crim- 
son, 

Roosevelt criticized the college au- 
thorities for not providing fire pro- 
tection for the school buildings and 
fire escapes for the students. When 
a professor suggested that the preva- 
lence of colds was due to the failure 
of students to wear overshoes, Editor 
Roosevelt rejoined that “perhaps an- 
other reason is the failure of the uni- 
versity to place board walks on all the 
paths of the yard.
